ARTICLE I. 

NAME. 

The name of this Club shall be The Beverly Yacht Club. 
ARTICLE II. 

OFFICERS. 

The officers of the Club shall be a Commodore, Vice-Commo- 
dore, Secretary, who shall also act as Treasurer, and a Measurer. 
There shall also be a Regatta Committee, consisting of five mem- 
bers ; the Measurer may appoint one or more assistants. 

ARTICLE III. 

ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

The officers of the Club shall be elected at the Annual Meet- 
ing, which shall be held on the Second Friday in December; 
they shall each be elected on a separate ballot, and shall hold

office for one year. Vacancies may be filled at any meeting, 
notice having been sent to each member at least one week pre- 
vious to such meeting. 

ARTICLE IV. 

DUTY OF COMMODORE. 

It shall be the duty of the Commodore to take command of 
the squadron, and to preside at all meetings. He may call a 
meeting of the Club at his pleasure, and shall do so at the re- 
quest of three members, two of whom shall be owners of 
yachts. 

ARTICLE V. 

DUTY OF VICE-COMMODORE.. 

It shall be the duty of the Vice-Commodore to assist the 
Commodore in the discharge of his duties, and to officiate in his 
absence. 

ARTICLE VI. 

DUTY OF SECRETARY. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary : 

To keep a record of the proceedings of all meetings of the 
Club in a book provided for that purpose. . 

To keep a correct roll of all the members. 

To keep a list of the name, dimensions, rig, and ownership of 
each yacht enrolled in the Club. 

To notify members elect of their election, and to notify each 
member of every meeting and regatta. 

To have Club-books printed, as provided by the By-Laws. 

To prepare a report of each regatta, to be sent to one or more 
papers for publication. 
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ARTICLE VII. 

DUTY OF TREASURER. 

It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive all moneys due 
the Club, and pay all bills contracted by it ; keeping a correct 
account of the same in a book provided for that purpose. 

To make a report at each meeting of the receipts and expendi- 
tures of the Club. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

DUTY OF MEASURER. 

It shall be the duty of the Measurer to measure all yachts 
enrolled in the Club, and report their measurements to the Sec- 
retary. 

ARTICLE IX. 

DUTY OF REGATTA COMMITTEE. 

It shall be the duty of the Regatta Committee to arrange all 
regattas, and to appoint one or more persons to act, together with 
the members of the committee, as judges for the same.

ARTICLE X. 

ELECTION OF MEMBERS. 

The election of members shall be by a committee, which shall 
be appointed by the Commodore, consisting of three owners of 
Yachts, and two who are not owners ; a quorum being two of the 
former and one of the latter. The name of the proposed mem- 
ber, with the name of the proposer and seconder, shall be for- 
warded to the committee. Two black balls shall exclude. 

The committee shall have full power to fill any vacancies which 
may occur in their number.

ARTICLE XI. 

VOTING. 

Upon questions directly affecting the Sailing Regulations and 
the government of yachts and regattas, only yacht owners shall 
vote ; each yacht being represented by one owner. 

At the election of officers, and upon all other questions, each 
member shall have one vote. 

ARTICLE XII. 

AMENDMENT. 

This constitution may be amended at any meeting, but no 
amendment shall be valid until approved at a subsequent meet- 
ing. 
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BY-LAVS. 

CHAPTER I. 

DUES. 

Each member, on his election, shall pay the sum of ten dollars, 
which shall include his dues for the currrent year ; if such sum is 
not paid by the end of the fiscal year, such election shall be null 
and void. Each subsequent annual payment shall be five dollars, 
and shall become due at the Annual Meeting of each year. 

Members who are absent from the United States during the 
whole fiscal year, commencing on the second Friday in Decem- 
ber, shall be exempt from their dues for such year, provided they 
give notice of their intended absence to the Secretary. 

On the first day of November the Secretary shall notify each 
member whose dues for the year remain unpaid, unless in case of 
absence ; and, if any member allows his dues for the year to re- 
main unpaid, he shall be considered to have forfeited his mem- 
bership. 

No member shall be entitled to any of the privileges of the 
Club until his dues are paid. 

CHAPTER II. 

QUORUM. 

Ten. members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business. 

CHAPTER III. 

YACHT SQUADRON. 

Any yacht not measuring more than thirty feet on the water- 
line, owned by a member or members of the Club, may be en- 
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rolled in the yacht squadron upon the owner or owners filing with 
the Secretary a description of the yacht. 

CHAPTER IV. 

CLUB SIGNALS. • 

The signal of the Club shall be a pointed burgee, its width 
being two-thirds of its length ; the device, a red five-pointed star, 
in diameter one-quarter the greatest width of the signal, placed in 
the middle of a white triangle whose base is the luff of the signal, 
the apex being in the middle of the triangle, distant one-half the 
length of the same from the luff ; the rest of the flag blue.* 

CHAPTER V. 

PENDANTS. 

The Commodore, when afloat, will wear a broaii pendant with 
a foul anchor surrounded by thirteen five-pointed stars in white 
on a blue field. 

The Vice Commodore will wear a broad pendant with the same 
device on a red field. 

CHAPTER VI. 

PROXIES. 

Voting may be by proxy. 

CHAPTER VII. 

NOTICES. 

• Notices of the annual meeting shall be sent to every member at 
least six days previous to the meeting ; of all special meetings, at 
least three days before such meetings ; and of all regattas, at least 
six days before such regattas.

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CHAPTER VIII. 

SPECIAL MEETJNGS. 

Nothing shall be acted on at a special meeting, except business 
stated in the call for the meeting. 

CHAPTER IX. 

CHANGE OF OWNERSHIP. 

Each member, upon buying or selling a yacht, shall give notice 
of the same to the Secretary. 

CHAPTERX. 

EXPULSIONS. 

In case of any occurrence injurious to the welfare of the Club, 
the name or names of any member or members implicated therein 
may be removed from the list of members by a vote of the major- 
ity of the members present at any meeting. 

CHAPTER XI. 

CLUB-BOOKS. 

There shall be printed each year, under the direction of the 
Secretary, a book for the use of the members of the Club, con- 
taining the Constitution, By-Laws, and Sailing Regulations, to- 
gether with a list of members, and also of the yachts belonging to 
the Club, with their dimensions, rig and ownership, as well as a 
chart of their private signals and the Club flags, and an account 
of the races sailed the previous season. 

CHAPTER XII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

These By-Laws may be amended at any regular meeting, or at 
a special meeting, if proposed alteration is included in the call for 
the meeting. 
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SAILING REGtiLAfieNS 



RULE I. 

MANAGEMENT OF RACES. 

All races, and yachts sailing therein, shall be under the direc- 
tion of the Regatta Committee of the Club. All matters shall be 
subject to their approval and control, and all doubts, questions, 
and disputes which may arise shall be subject to their decision. 
Their decisions shall be based upon these rules, so far as they 
apply, but as no rules can be devised capable of meeting every 
incident and accident of sailing, the Regatta Committee shall 
keep in view the ordinary customs of the sea, and discourage all 
attempts to win a race by other means than fair sailing and 
superior speed and skill. The decisions of the Committee shall 
be final. 

RULE II. 

APPLICATION. 

Yachts entered in a race shall be amenable to these Rules from 
the time the preparatory signal is given. 

These rules shall apply to all yachts sailing in a race, whether 
in the same or in different classes. 

All yachts belonging to the Club, not sailing in a race, shall 
keep out of the way of yachts in the race, and to leeward of 
them. 
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RULE III. 

POSTPONEMENT. 

The Regatta Committee shall have power to postpone any race, 
should unfavorable weather render such a course desirable. 

RULE IV. 

CLASSIFICATION AND MEASUREMENT FOR RACES NORTH OF 
CAPE COD. 

North of Cape Cod. the classification shall be as follows : 1st 
class : all yachts over 25 feet waler-line and not over 30 feet 
water-line. 2d class : all yachts over 21 feet water-line and not 
over 25 feet water-line. 3d class : all yachts over 18 feet water- 
line and not over 21 feet water-line. Third class Cats and third 
class Sloops shall sail for separate prizes and pennants. 4th class : 
all yachts of 18 feet water-line and under. 

Racing Measurement North of Cape Cod shall be as follows : 

The water-line length shall be taken from point of immersion 
forward, to point of immersion aft. In cases where any portion 
of the rudder or rudder-post projects above the water, such por- 
tion shall not be included in the water-line length. 

The crew need not be aboard, but if aboard must be stationed 
amidships. 

The sail area is to be ascertained by taking a perpendicular 
along the after side of the mainmast, from the underside of gaff- 
topsail block or sheave on topmast, to the upper side of boom, 
when resting on the saddle, or on the lowest part of goose neck ; 
the distance of which point from the main deck or house deck is 
to be recorded by the Measurer, together with the other points 
used in measurement. In all yachts the forward point of meas- 
urement of the base- line shall be midway between the intersection 
of the bowsprit and jib topsail stay, and the centre of the tack 
cringle of the jib or flying jib, when set. In all cases where the 
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extreme length of the spinnaker boom exceeds the distance from 
the forward side of the forward mast to the forward point of meas- 
urement, such excess shall be added to the base-line. The after 
point of measurement shall be the end of the main boom in 
schooners, cutters and sloops, and of the mizzen boom in yawls. 
The main topmast shall be measured from the hounds of the 
lower mast to the lower side of the topsail halyard block or 
sheave, and eighty per cent, of this length shall be taken from the 
extreme length of the main gaff measured from the inside of the 
jaws, to the after end, the remainder of the gaff being added to 
the base-line, as measured above. The area from these figures is 
obtained by multiplying the corrected base by the perpendicular, 
and dividing by two. To the square root of the area, as ascer- 
tained, add the water-line length, and divide the product by two. 
The result is the measurement for time allowance. 

In measuring boats without topmasts, the perpendicular is to 
be measured to the highest point of attachment of the uppermost 
halyard block on the mast, and in such boats the point of attach- 
ment of the throat halyard»block shall be the point of measure- 
ment, corresponding to the hounds. In measuring boats without 
head sails, the after side of the forward mast is to be taken as the 
forward point of the base-line. 

The Measurer, at the time of making his measurement, shall 
make a distinctive mark at each end of the water-line. 

RULE V. 

CLASSIFICATION AND MEASUREMENT FOR RACES SOUTH OF 
CAPE COD. 

Classification : First class : all yachts over 24 feet water-line* 
and not over 30 feet water- line. Second class : all yachts over 20 
feet water-line and not over 24 feet water-line. Third class : all 
yachts over 17 feet water-line and not over 20 teet water-line. 
Fourth class : all yachts over 14 feet water-line and not over 17 
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feet water-line. Fifth class : all yachts of 14 feet water-line and 
under. 

In first, second, third and fourth classes respectively, Cats and 
Sloops shall sail for separate prizes and pennants. 

In case there be only one entry in any class or division thereof, 
such entry may sail in the next higher class of the same rig in 
which there may be any entries ; but shall sail at her usual racing- 
length. In case there be but a single entry in all Sloop classes, 
such Sloop may sail with Cats of her own class. Cat-YaVls shall 
be classified as Cats. 

Racing measurement South of Cape Cod shall be the water-line 
length. 

The water-line length shall be measured when the yacht is 
afloat, and in her ordinary trim. The crejv need not be aboard, 
but if aboard must be stationed amidships. Also. 

The anchor shall be on board, sail furled and boom in the 
crotch* If a centre hoard yacht, the centre board shall be hauled 
up so that the lower edge of the centre board shall be flush with 
the keel. 

This length shall be taken from the point of immersion forward 
to the point of immersion aft ; but in case any portion of the 
rudder or rudder-post comes above the surface of the water, such 
part shall not be included in the water-line length. 

RULE VI. 

TIME ALLOWANCE. 

Prizes shall be awarded on " corrected time"; allowance for 
lengths being figured as per tables to be found in this Club-book. 

RULE VII. 

SAILS. 

Yachts in third and fourth classes north of Cape Cod, and all 
classes south of Cape Cod, contending for prizes, may carry sails 
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as follows : Schooners, mainsail, foresail, forestaysail and jib ; 
Sloops and Cutters, mainsail, forestaysail and jib ; Cat-boats, 
mainsail ; Cat- Yawls, mainsail and jigger. In other classes there 
shall be no restriction in regard to sails, unless otherwise ordered . 
by the Regatta Committee, who shall have full power to regulate 
this ; and no mean* except sails shall be used to propel a yacht 
and no spinnaker shall be carried extending above the upper hal- 
liard sheave or block. 

RULE VIII. 

ALLOWANCE OF MEN. 

Yachts during a regatta are allowed to carry one man for every 
five feet of length on water-line, and fractional part thereof. 

RULE IX. 

MEMBERS ON EACH YACHT. 

Every yacht competing for a prize shall be sailed only by a 
member of the Club. 

RULE X. H 

BALLAST. 

No change in the weight of ballast shall be made on the day of 
a race, and no trimming by dead weight allowed during a race in 
any class. But the Regatta Committee may waive the first clause 
of this rale for open races only. 

RULE XI. 

SPARS. 

No change of spars shall be made on the day of a race, except 
in case of accident ; in which case notice of the change shall be 
given to the Regatta Committee before the preparatory signal, and 
the new spars shall be of the same length as those for which they 
are substituted. 
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RULE XII. 

INSTRUCTIONS. 

Each yacht entered for a race shall, at the time of entry, or as 
soon after as possible, be supplied with written or . printed in- 
structions as to the conditions of the race, the course to be sailed, 
marks, etc. Nothing shall be considered as a mark in the course 
unless especially named in such instructions. 

The Regatta Committee shall have power to change the course, 
or amend the instructions, on or before the day of the race, pro- 
viding notice of such change is given to each yacht before the 
preparatory signal is made. 

RULE XIII. 

TIME OF RACE. 

Yachts in the first and second classes must sail the race at a 
rate not less than two and three-quarter miles an hour; those in 
other classes at a rate not less than two and a- half miles an hour ; 
but in fifth class South of Cape Cod, this rate [ shall be two miles 
an hour. 

RULE XIV. 

ANCHORING. 

Yachts may anchor during a race without forfeiting their claim 
to a prize, but must weigh their anchors on again resuming their 
course. 

RULE XV. 

REMOVAL OF STAKEBOAT. 

Should any stakeboat, buoy, or other mark be absent or moved 
from its proper position during a race, the question of re-sailing 
the race shall be decided by the Regatta Committee. 
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RULE XVI. 

ACCIDENTS. 

In case of accident to another vessel, or of a man falling over- 
board front another vessel,, all yachts in a position to do so shall 
use their utmost endeavors to render assistance, and if it should 
appear, in the judgment of the Regatta Committee, that any 
yacht so rendering assistance was thereby prevented from winning 
the race, the committee shall have power to order the race to be 
re-sailed between such yacht and the actual winner in the same 
class. 

RULE XVII. 

START AND FINISH. 

§ *i. The time of the start and finish shall be taken when the 
point marked by the foremast in schooners, and the mainmast in 
single-masted vessels and yawls, crosses the given line; but if 
this point in any yacht be across the line when the signal for 
the start in her class is made, she must return and re cross the 
line. 

§ 2. A yacht so returning, or one working into position from 
the wrong side of the line after the signal for -the start has been 
made, must keep clear of, and give way to, all competing 
yachts. 

RULE XVIII. 

§ i. When one yacht is approaching another yacht so as to in- 
volve risk of fouling, one of them shall keep clear of the other as 
follows : 

§ 2. A yacht free shall keep clear of one close-hauled. 

§ 3. When both yachts are close-hauled, or both free, or both 
have the wind aft and have the wind on opposite sides, the yacht 
with the wind on the port side shall keep clear. 
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§ 4- When both yachts are free, or both have the wind aft and 
have the wind on the same side, the yacht to windward shall keep 
clear. 

§ 5. A yacht with the wind aft is deemed to have the wind on 
the side opposite to that on which she is carrying her main boom. 
A yacht with the wind aft shall keep clear of a yacht on any other 
point of sailing. 

§ 6. An overtaking yacht shall in every case, as long as an 
overlap exists, keep clear of the yacht which is being overtaken. 

§ 7. An overlap is established when an overtaking yacht has 
no longer a free choice on which side she will pass, and continues 
to exist as long as the leeward yacht by luffing or the weather 
yacht by bearing away is in danger of fouling. 

§ 8. When of two yachts one is obliged to keep clear, the 
other shall not so alter her course as to involve risk of fouling. 

§ q. A yacht may luff as she pleases in order to prevent an- 
other from passing her to windward, provided she begins to luff 
before an overlap has been established. 

§ 10. A yacht shall not bear away out of her course so as to 
hinder another in 'passing to leeward. 

§ 11. A yacht shall not become entitled to her rights on a new 
course until she has filled away. 

§ 12. When two yachts, both Close-hauled on the same tack, 
are converging by reason of the leeward yacht holding a better 
wind, and neither can claim the rights of a yacht being overtaken, 
then the yacht to leeward shall keep clear. 

§ 13. If an overlap exists between two yachts when both of 
them without tacking are about to pass a mark on the required 
side, then the outside yacht must give the inside yacht room to 
pass clear of the mark. A yacht shall not, however, be justified 
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in attempting to establish an overlap and thus force a passage be- 
tween another yacht and the mark after the latter has altered her 
helm for the purpose of rounding. 

§ 14. A mark is any vessel, boat, buoy or other object used to 
indicate the course and does not in the preceding section involve 
any question of sea-room. 

§ 15. When a yacht is in danger of running aground, or of 
touching a pier, rock or other obstruction, and cannot go clear by 
altering her course, without fouling another yacht, then the latter 
shall, on being hailed by the former, at once give room ; and in 
case one yacht is forced to tack or bear away, in order to give 
room, the other shall also tack, or bear away, as the case may 
be, at as near the same time as is possible without danger of 
fouling. 

RULE XIX. 

DISQUALIFICATION. 

§ I. A yacht touching a mark or causing a mark-boat to shift 
her position, unless wrongfully compelled to do so by another 
yacht, shall be disqualified. 

g 2. If a yacht, in consequence of a violation of any of these 
Rules, shall foul another yacht, or compel another yacht to foul 
any yacht, mark or obstruction, or to run aground, she shall be 
disqualified and shall pay all damages ; and any yacht which shall 
wrongfully cause another to alter her course in order to avoid 
fouling, or shall, without due cause, compel another yacht to give 
room, under § 15 of Rule XVI, 01 shall herself fail to tack or 
bear away, as required by that Section, or shall in any other way 
infringe or fail to comply with any of these Rules, shall be dis- 
qualified. 

RULE XX. 
§ 1. All protests against any yacht in a race must be made in

writing to the Regatta Committee or Judges, within half an hour 
after the close of the race. 

§ 2. The Committee may also, without a protest, disqualify 
any yacht should it come to their knowledge that she has com- 
mitted a breach of the Rules. 

§ 3. All questions arising in any race, not covered by these 
Rules, shall be decided by the Committee. 

§ 4. The decisions of the Committee shall be final, unless 
they see fit to refer any questions at issue for the decision of the 
Club. 

RULE XXI. 

AMENDMENTS. 

These sailing regulations may be amended at any special meet- 
ing, provided notice of the proposed amendment has been given 
in the call for the meeting ; or at any annual meeting, whether 
with or without such notice.
